The habeas corpus action here 
was filed in the name of the sol­ 
dier’s brother Louis Girard, also 
of Ottawa. III. 
The petition, filed by attorney s 
Earl J. Carroll of New York and 
Day ton M. Harring ton of Wash- 
ing toj, contends Japanese courts 
lack jurisdiction. 
The petition names, among oth­ 
er defendants. Secretary of De­ 
fense Wilson, Secretary of State 
Dulles and Secretary of the Army 
Bruck er. 
The victim of the shooting was 
Mrs. .Nak a Sak ai, 46 .

U lcera tive colitis 
is a disea se 
in which there is an inflamed and 
ulcerous 
condition 
of 
the 
la rge 
colon, or bowel. It ca n a ffect parts 
of the colon or a lm ost all of it. 
(This section of the intestine is 
about five feet long.) There are 
severa l va rieties. 


When a cute, all the signs of a 
severe infection a re present. The 
ca use of ulcera tive 
colitis, 
how­ 
ever, is still uncertain. 
A good 
m a ny 
different 
kinds 
of 
germ s 
ha ve been found, but so far no 
one of them seem s to be entirely 
responsible. Other possible ca uses 
ha ve 
been 
considered, 
including 
a llergy , 
disturbed 
nervous 
con­ 
trol and deficiencies of nutrition. 
U lcera tive colitis occurs every ­ 
where. However, it does seem to 
be less com m on in w a rm er part* 
of the United Sta tes. The disea se 
is just about a s com m on in men 
a s in women. M ost ca ses begin 
before the a ge of 40. 
The usua l first sy m ptom is the 
a ppea ra nce of bloody m ucus on 
the outside of the stool. 
Som e­ 
tim es it sta rts with severe diar­ 
rhea. often a ccom pa nied by bleed­ 
ing. Pain in the abdomen is com ­ 
mon, though it m a y not be severe. 
F ever m a y or m a y not be present. 
As a rule, m edica l trea tm ent is 
tried first. It ha s been sta ted that 
in one form of the disea se, not 
more than five or 10 out of 100 
w ill need surgery 
However, 
in 
other form s, surgery should not 
be too long 
dela y ed 
if 
m edica l 
trea tm ent does not bring good re­ 
sults speedily . 
Trea tment includes 
rest, 
diet, 
nursing 
ca re, 
blood 
tra nsfusions 
and in som e ca ses the a dm inistra ­ 
tion of drugs or hormones. Blood 
tra nsfusions m ay be pa rticula rly 
important since pa tients with ul­ 
cera tive colitis usually lose a good 
deal of blood 
and m a y need sev­ 
era l during acute stages 
o f the 
disea se. 
Drug trea tm ent in many ca ses 
includes one or m ore of the sulfa 
drugs, 
penicillin 
or 
aureom y cin, 
and in som e ca ses ACTH or corti- 
son. Indeed, ACTH, oortison o r ene 


of their rela tives often bring about 
dra m a tic 
im provement, 
though 
this does not a lw a y s last. 
Victim s of ulcera tive colitis who 
do not respond well to m edica l 
trea tm ent m ay need surgery . The 
nature of the surgery depends on 
the loca tion of the ulcera tions in 
the la rge intestine, 
the 
a ge and 
phy sica l condition of the pa tient 
and m a ny other fa ctors. Perha ps 
today there is a tendency to use 
surgica l m ethods som ewha t ea rlier 
than w a s the custom form erly .

There are a good many ques­ 
tions about phlebitis which cannot 
y et be answered with absolute cer­ 
tainty . 
However, 
two 
question* 
from Mrs. B., who sa y s she has 
had phlebitis (inflam m ation of the 
lining of the veins) in her leg for 
12 y ea rs, ca n be answered with 
som e confidence. 
She asks whether there are any 
“ do’s" or “ don’ts’ regarding ea t­ 
ing and drinking. She 
wants 
to 
know' if coffee 
or 
sw eets 
m a ke 
phlebitis worse. 
Providing moderation 
is 
used, 
there are no specia l diets or liq­ 
uids which are 
likely 
to 
a ffect 
phlebitis one w a y or the other. 
This is true a lso for coffee and 
sw eets, though aga in I should em ­ 
pha size that moderation should be 
used in the consumption of these, 
as w’ell as any thing else. 


Phlebitis is a comm on problem 
and one which 
troubles 
patient 
and phy sicia n alike. It often follow* 
an operation or an injury . Som e­ 
tim es it occurs without any obvious 
ca use. 


Phlebitis is serious and unplea s­ 
ant enough without any thing else, 
but this infla m m ation a lso increa s­ 
es the cha nces of blood clots form­ 
ing inside the veins. When the la t­ 
ter com plica tion occurs it is known 
a s 
thrombophlebitis, 
or 
phlebo- 
throm bosis. 


The trea tm ent 
of 
phlebitis 
or 
thrombophlebitis (when the infla m ­ 
m a tion is a cute) usually include* 
com plete r$*t in bed, ra ising the 
leg (if it is the leg which is in­ 
volved) and a pplication of hea t. 


After 
the 
a cute 
inflam m ation 
ha s subsided the m ost important 
problem of trea tm ent is to prevent 
sw elling or drqpsy . 


E la stic ba nda ges a re particular­ 
ly helpful under these circum sta n­ 
ces, but proper application of the 
ba ndage is important. 
Phlebitis 
and 
thrombophlebitis 
ha ve an unfortunate tendency to 
come 
ba ck after it appears the 
patient is cured. In difficult ca ses, 
therefore, the inflamed 
vein or 


veins may have to be rem oved by 
surgery . 
Th o ro u g h 
search for sources of 
infection in the teeth, tonsils, and 
elsewhere is usually desira ble. 


Treatm ent with X-ray or use of 
antibiotics or the sulfa drugs m a y 
be 
helpful. 
Serious 
discom fort, 
when present, m a y need to be re­ 
lieved by pain-killing drugs. 


Better methods for the prevention 
and trea tm ent of phlebitis are be­ 
ing constantly sought. Mild exer­ 
cise soon after an operation is one 
such method. Some drugs which 
help to prevent blood clotting a re 
often useful. 
Once esta blished both 
phlebitis 
and thrombophlebitis are so diffi­ 
cult to cure that any thing which 
will aid in prevention is particular­ 
ly valuable.

“ We think it delay s the execu­ 
tion of justice, which is bad for

Dalton 
said. He urged conference m em ­ 
bers to support a bill now pending

habeas corpus writs. 
“ Sureness of conviction and sen­ 
tence is a deterrent to crim e,” 
Dalton said. 
“ We are thoroughly in favor of 
the w rit,” Dalton said. “ It has

Anglo-Saxon

But it now is being used by some 
law y ers to delay the execution of 
just sentences.”

Springtime is range 
time 
for 
poultry raisers and it’s time to 
do 
something 
about 
controlling 
foxes 
and other 
predators that 
roam over the farm. Pullet losses 
on range have increased in recent 
years. Most poultrvmen will ad­ 
mit that they sacrifice a few pul­ 
lets every year to predators. Gen­ 
erally 
they are unaware of the 
loss 
until pullet 
housing time 
when an accurate count is made. 
The 
fact that 
you may have 
lost a few pullets to predators in 
the past is not a good reason for 
going out of business or for using 
an old range near the house as 
a substitute. There are .several 
things that can be done to protect 
your pullets from these crafty ani­ 
mals. 
One of ttie important things is 
to be able to recognize the spe­ 
cific predator that is causing the 
damage. You can usually do this 
by observing the way it kills and 
consumes its prey. An owl. for 
example, will kill one or two birds 
on each visit. They will attack 
the head and neck, skin the neck 
to the shoulders and eat much of 
the flesh on the back of neck and 
shoulders. 
Stray dogs will generally kill 
many pullets by biting them in 
the back for the sport of it. A 
dog will eat most of one to two 
pullets. 
Foxes prefer to attack early in 
the morning. They generally tear 
the feathers oft and eat the vital 
organs and leave the breast bones.; 
head and feet. 
Raccoons also cause trouble to 
poultrvmen. They usually attack in 
the late evening before dark or 
at night. They may continue re­ 
turn visits until an entire flock 
has been destroyed. 
If you can recognize these char­ 
acteristic habits 
of 
the 
various 
animals, you are in a better posi­ 
tion 
to 
adapt 
the 
best control, 
measure. 
For example, 
if you 
suspect Mr. Fox, you might be 
able to solve your problem in a? 
short time by getting up early 
some morning and greeting him 
with a shotgun as he makes his 
way to the range shelter for his 
early morning breakfast. Owls, on 
the other hand, are probably more 
easily caught by setting steel traps 
on top of a high platform near 
the range area. 
The Missouri Conservation Com­ 
mission heartily recommends trap­ 
ping as the cheapest and most ef­ 
fective 
method 
of 
controlling 
predators, especially foxes. They 
have 
worked 
out 
some 
simple 
methods of trapping that really 
get the job done. You can receive 
training on how to trap by calling 
on the county agent. He will ar­ 
range for a community meeting 
with the Conservation Commission 
extension trapper, who will dis­ 
cuss techniques of trapping and; 
give an actual trapping demon-! 
stration. Farmers receiving this | 
training were able to reduce their i 
losses by 81 per cent. Consider-, 
ing the damage one fox may do! 
to pullets on range, the time and 
effort spent in trapping the out­ 
law would be worth it. 
There are other methods of con­ 
trolling predators, including use 
of electric 
fences, 
high 
woven j 
wire fences, and night flares. Some Old Southern

Entomologists at the University; 
of 
Missouri 
have 
been 
getting; 
many questions on how to control 
the bagworm on evergreens. This 
bagworm will attack ornamental 
evergreens in lawns as well as 
native red cedars in the woods. 
Too often, its work is not noticed 
until it has practically ruined the 
tree. 
Besides evergreens, the bagworm 
also attacks boxelder, willow, ma­ 
ple, fruit trees, and other shade 
and ornamental trees and shrubs. 
The bagworm spends the winter 
in the egg stage, securely protected 
inside a !arge bag or cocoon at­ 
tached to a twig on wdiich the 
caterpillar ted the previous sum­ 
mer. The eggs begin to hatch and 
the small caterpillars escape from 
the bag about the first week in 
May. The caterpillar then feeds 
on foliage from mid-May until the 
first of August. 
That 
means these caterpillars 
are just getting started about now. 
For control, spraying should be 
done as soon as the worms are 
first noticed. This may be from 
now till mid-June. 
There ate two different spray 
mixtures ^hat you can use. Spray 
with toxaphene using two table­ 
spoons of 65 per cent emulsiiiable 
concentrate m one gallon oi water. 
For

amounts, 
use 
two 
quarts of 65 per cent toxaphene 
emulsiiiable concentrate in 100 gal­ 
lons of water. 
Still another spray can be made 
from one tablespoon of 55 per cent 
malathion emulsiiiable concentrate 
in one gallon of water.
